but Jim Carrey is one of them - according to 
ONCE BITTEN’s director, Howard Storm. 

As Mark Kendall, Jim appears in his first 
major movie after a phenomenal two-year period 
which saw him rise from Canada’s top comic star, 
to a leading role in an American TV series, and 
finally to extensive touring in some of the country’s 
top venues. 

Jim was born in Newmarket, Canada, near 
Toronto, and showed an early talent for mime in 
Grade Two. “Until then I was just like every other 
kid,” said Jim recently. ‘Suddenly, in the middle 
of music class, I started pretending to play the vio- 
lin by mimicking the instrument and the teacher 


caught me and told me to do it in front of the class. 


So I did. I stood up and did this weird Three 
Stooges kind of dance, and the kids went nuts.”’ 

His first ambition was to be a vet, “but then I 
realised that I’d have to put dogs and cats to sleep, 
and I couldn’t take the responsibility, so I decided 
I’d be acomedian instead,” said Jim. 

A talented cartoonist, Jim went on to wina few 
art exhibitions in Canada, and he also explored

writing, which did have certain drawbacks. “Iused 
to write poetry all the time,” he said, “till I found 
that if you write a lot of poetry, breathing becomes 
nothing more than ammunition for a sigh.” 

His professional debut as a comic was ata club 
called the Hay loft in Scarborough, near Toronto. 

“I did it for about 20 bucks, but my act consist- 
ed of just doing somebody’s entire comedy album. 
I did Don Knotts Meets the Roving Reporter, 
I remember.” 

He soon started writing his own material and 
became a regular at better clubs throughout 
Toronto, until his life changed forever whena critic 
from The Toronto Star gave him a rave review 
which took up the full front page of the entertain- 
ment section plus a huge picture of Jim. 

““Tcouldn’t believe it. And after that, things just 
snowballed.” 

Hollywood beckoned and, after a few visits, 
Jim settled in Los Angeles. Four months later he 
was cast as the lead of the NBC series THE DUCK 
FACTORY. Before long Jim was showing off his 
comedic skills on Johnny Carson’s TONIGHT 
SHOW, and toured with Rodney Dangerfield, 
Sheena Easton, Andy Williams, Herb Alpert and 
others. 

He made his movie debut with a small, but 
notable role, in Richard Lester’s FINDERS 
KEEPERS (CBS Fox). 

ONCE BITTEN, however, was to be the movie 
which allowed Jim to exhibit his talent ina role to 
which he could identify, thanks to that early fetish 
over vampires. 

‘All I can say is that if this was ever going to 
happen - what happens to Mark in ONCE BIT- 
TEN - it would happen to me!”’
